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FUNERAL     SERVICE 


"  Bury  the  dead"  is  the  first  of  charitable  duties,  and 
if  this  mandate  is  compulsory,  c^cnerally  sp-ikirio-  how 
much  more  oujrht  it  to  be  observed  in  particular  by  the 
members  of  a  Protestant  Ass:ciation.  It  is  an  occasion 
on  which  we  iU'e  allowed  to  Ibri^et  past  errors,  and  to 
think  only  of  the  jnrood  which  our  Iriend  or  brother  has 
done.  We  are  allowed  to  review  on  such  occasions  the 
relations  between  the  livino-  and  the  dead,  and  to  draw 
from  the  past  admonitions  lor  the  future. 

In  as  much  as  we  are  a  Protestant  body,  and  as  the 
service  which  is  here  laid  down  may  not  suit  the  desires 
or  wishes  of  all,  it  should  be  well  remembered,  that  nei- 
ther these  nor  any  other  f';rmnlities  should  be  used  by 
the  Brotherhooil,  unless  by  the  special  request  of  the 
deceased,  while  iiviiiir;  which  desire  should  at  all  imes 
be  communicated  to  the  senior  officer  of  the  Lodo-e  to 
which  he  belonged.  Takinj^  it  then  for  granted  that  all 
these  preliminaries  have  been  complied  with,  the  follow- 
ing is  the  order  to  be  observed  ; —  '  .-^ 

The  Lodge  must  be  surr.moned  and  the  Brethren 
must  attend.  If  more  than  the  members  of  the  Lodge 
of  which  the  deceased  died  a  member,  attend,  no  seniority 
of  office  save  that  of  a  Grand  Officer  shall  be  claimed  — 
The  senior  Officer  present  of  the  Lodge  of  wliich  the 
deceased  died  a  member  shall  preside  ;  but  in  case  the 
Brother  deceased,  is  of  a  strange  Lodirc,  then  the 
Master  of  the  senior  Lodge  present,  shall  preside. 

The  Lodge  is  then  opened  in  the  due  form  of  an  Oranffe 
Lodge.  °

Brother,  we  have  another  record  of  tiie  uncertainty  of 
hfe,  and  the  vanity  of  human  labour  and  pursuits",  if 
sought  to  be  lor  our  own  glory.  He  knoweth  no  more 
our  love,  yet  to  his  soul  will  it  prove  balm  that  this 
occasion  of  its  separation  from  its  mortal  tenement,  is 
used  for  the  instruction  of  those  whom  it  liath  left  be- 
hind in  the  wilderness ;  and  \Ahile  we  mourn  for  the 
absence  of  our  Brother,  wliile  we  pray  and  hope  that 
his  immortal  soul  may  be  in  Elysium,  let  us  not  forget 
our  own  mortality  and  weakness,  but  let  us  reflect,  that 
as  this  our  departed  Brother  now  is,  so,  soon  shall  we  be. 

Death  is  of  frequent  occurrence  ;  and  yet.  my  Breth- 
ren, we  do  not  fmd  that  our  thoughts  are  more  given  to 
it.    But  one  moment's  reflection,  and  we  remember  full 
well,  that  the  Lord  giveth  and  the  Lord  tuketh  away.— 
We  know  that  he  hath  given  us  life  ;  and  a\  e  know  that 
this  gift  must,  and  will  terminate  ;  yet,  althouo-h  it  is  all 
that  man  is  certain  of,   we  forget  it  as  our  portion,  m.ore 
than  those  things  which  are  not  certain.     From  day  to 
day,  from  speculation  to  speculation,  from  task  to  task, 
we  proceed,  thinking  only  of  the  end  of  our  projects,  but 
never  thinking  that  death  may  come  upon  us  like  the 
thief  in  .ne  night,  to  end  our  career  betbre  or.r  projects 
are  half  fulfilled.     Let  death  come  upon  us  when  it  will, 
we  are  unprepared  ;  our  attachments  are  still  as  strong' 
and  our  desires  as  great. 

In  the  midst  of  our  vain  hopes,  we  cease  to  exist ; 
even  the  cause  which  we  had  undertaken,  to  aid  us  in 
cm-  eternal  salvation,  is  often  interrupted,  and  our  labours 
may  thus  appear  as  if  they  have  been  for  nought;  but 
this  is  not  so.  It  is  only  an  admonition  that  we  should 
not  delay  these  duties— it  is  a  warning  that  we  cannot 
begin  too  early  the  task  of  doing  good  :  but  that  procras-

tination  which  is  dangerous  in  all  things,  is  doubly  so  in 
this ;  for  had  we  but  co,„me«cod  our  ^ood  labours  i  ^t " 
earlier,  we  had  not  heoaeut  olTin  tl,e  midst  of  a  chapter 
of  our  exertions,  but  would  have  completed  a  lesson  a 
book  of  works,  oxliibitinir  our  faith.  '

28  ^  If  there  be  dearth  in  the  land,  if  there  be  pestilence,  if  there  be  bla  :ing,  or 
mildew,  locusts,  or  caterpillers  ;  if  their  enemies  besiege  them  in  the  cities  of 
their  land  ;  whaisoever  sore  or  wjiatsoevcr  sickness  tJurcbe: 

29  Tlicn  what  prayer  or  what  supjilication  soever  shall  be  made  of  any  man 
or  of  all  thy  people  Israel,  when  every  one  sliall  Icnow  his  own  sore  and  his  own 
grief,  and  shall  spread  forth  his  hands  in  this  house  : 

30  Then  hear  thou  from  heaven  thy  dwelling  place,  and  forgive,  p.nd  render 
unto  eveiy  man  according  unto  all  his  Avays,  whose  heart  thou  knowest ;  (forthou 
only  knowest  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men  :) 

31  That  they  may  fear  thee,  to  wallc  in  thy  ways,  so  iong  as  they  live  in  the 
Jand  which  thou  gavest  unto  our  fathers. 

32  IT  Moreover  conccrnii.g  the  stranger,  which  is  not  cf  thy  people  Israel,  but 
is  come  from  a  far  country  for  thy  great  name's  sake,  and  thy  mighty  hand,  and 
,thy  stre:ched  out  arm  ;  if  they  come  and  pray  in  this  house  ;  '  l,   j-  j 

33.  Then  hear  thoa  from  the  heavens  even  from  thy  dwelling  place,  and  do '^'^'^'^ 
according  to  all  that  the  stranger  calleth  to  thee  for ;  that  all  people  of  the  earth 
may  know  thy  name,  and  fear  thee,  as  dotk  *hy  people  Israel,  and  may  know  that 
;lbis  house  whir  h  I  have  built  is  called  by  thy  name. 

34.  If  thy  people  go  out  to  war  against  their  enemies  by  the  way  that  thou  shall 
send  them,  and  they  pray  unto  thee  toward  this  city  which  thou  hast  chosen,  and 
the  house  which  I  have  built  lor  thy  name  ; 

35.  Then  hear  thoa  from  the  heavens  their  prayer  aud  their  supplication,  and 
jnalntajp  their  cause. 

36.  If  they  sin  against  thee,  (for  tlure  is  no  raan  which  sinneth  not,)  and  thou 
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be  angry  with  them,  and  deliver  them  over  before  their  enemies,  and  they  carry 
them  away  captives  unto  a  land  far  off  or  near  ; 

37.  Yet  //thcv  bethink  thcmselvcsin  the  land  whither  they  are  carried  captive, 
and  turn  and  p.ay  unio  thee  in  the  land  of  their  captivity,  saying,  We  have  sin- 
ned, we  have  done  ami^s,  and  liave  (lf.alt  wickedly  ; 

38,  if  they  return  to  thee  wilii  all  thcirheart  and  with  all  their  soul  in  the  land 
of  their  capiivity,  whither  they  have  cairied  tlieni  captives,  and  pray  toward  their 
land  wliicli  thou  ?avcst  unto  Iheiv  fathers,  and  lov-nrd  the  city  which  thou  hast 
chosen,  and  toward  the  hou.'ie  which  I  have  built  for  thy  name  ; 

31),  Then  hear  thou  from  ihe  heavens,  even  from  thy  dwelling  place,  their 
prayer  and  their  supplications,  and  maintain  their  cause,' and  forgive  thy  people' 
which  have  sinned  again.st  thee. 

40.  Now,  my  God,  let,  I  beseech  thee,  thine  cyes,be  open,  and  let  thine  ears  be 
attent  unto  the  ])rayer  Ihat  is  made  in  this  place. 

41.  Now  therefore  arise,  O  Lord  God,  into  thy  resting  place,  thou,  and  the  ark 
of  thy  strength  :  let  thy  priests,  0  Lord  God,  be  clothed  with  salvation,  and  let 
thy  .saints  rejoice  in  goodness. 

42.  O  Lord  God,  turn  not  away  the  face  of  thine  annointed  :  remember  the 
mercies  of  David  thy  servant. 

[Grand  Master  shall  read  the  following  rerse^.] 

13.  And  the  king  arose  in  the  ni?ht,  and  said  unto  his  servants,  I  will  now 
shew  you  what  the  Syrians  have  dune  to  us.  They  know  that  we  be  hungry  ; 
therefore  are  they  gone  out  of  the  camp  to  h'de  themselves  in  the  field,  saying, 
When  they  come  out  of  the  city  we  shall  catch  ihcm  alive,  and  get  into  the  city. 

13.  And  one  of  his  servants  answered  and  said,  Let  some  take,  I  pray  thee,  five 
of  the  horses  that  remain,  which  are  left  in  the  city,  (behold,  they  are  as  all  the 
multitude  of  Israel  that  are  Iclt  in  it  :  beaokl,  I  uiy,  tliey  are  even  as  all  the  mul- 
titude of  the  Israelites  that  are  consumed  0  and  let  us  send  and  see. 

14.  They  took,  therefore,  two  chariot  horses  ;  and  the  kingsent  after  the  host  of 
the  Syrians,  sayintr,  Go  and  see. 

15.  And  they  went  after  them  unto  Jordan  :  and,  lo,  all  the  way  was  full  of 
garments  andVesselt:,  which  the  Syrians  had  cast  away  in  their  haste.  And  the 
messengers  returned,  and  told  the  king. 

16.  And  the  people  went  uiit,  and  spoiled  the  tents  of  the  Syrians.  So  a  mea- 
sure of  fine  tlour  was,soid  for  a  shekel,  and  two  measures  of  barley  for  a  skekel, 
according  to  tlie  word  of  the  Lord. 

17.  And  the  king  appointed  the  lord  on  whose  hand  he  leaned  to  have  the 
charge  of  the  gate,  and  the  people  trode  upon  him  in  the  gate,  and  he  died,  as 
ihe  man  of  God  had  said,  who  spake  when  the  King  came  down  to  him. 

18.  Aud  it  came  to  pass  as  the  man  of  God  had  spoken  to  thf  King,  .saying, 
Two  measures  of  barley  for  a  shekel,  and  a  measuie  of  fine  flour  for  a  shekel, 
shall  be  to-morrow  about  this  time  in  the  gate  of  Samaria. 

19.  And  that  lord  answered  the  man  of  God,  and  said,  iNow,  behold,  if  the 
Loid  should  make  windows  in  heaven  might  such  a  thing  be  1  And  he' said. 
Behold,  thou  shait  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  bui  shalt  not  eat  thereof 

20.  And  so  it  fell  out  unto  luui  :  for  the  people  trode  upon  him  in  the  gate,  and 
le  died. 

Then  sing  "  God  Save  the  €lueen,"  and  close  with  the  Lord's,  Prayer

GREETING  : 

Whereas  it  appears  to  be  the  desire  and  anxious  wish 
of  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  every  step 
should  be  taken  to  render  the  members  of  the  Institution  as 
perfect  as  possible,  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  working 
of  the  various  orders;  and  inasmuch  as  under  the  present 
Regulations  no  such  ordei  exists,  I  have  therefore  deemed  it 
advisable  to  issue  this,  my  order,  for  the  purposes  following, 
to  remain  in  force  until  revoked  by  the  Right  Worshipful  the 
Grand  Lodge.     That  is  to  say : 

"  Upon  the  introduction  of  any  one,  either  to  the  Degree  of 
the  Orange,  or  upon  the  advancement  of  any  Brother  to  any 
Degree,  he  shall  be  put  in  charge  of  some  Brother  of  the 
Order,  by  whom  he  shall  be  instructed  in  the  Duties  and 
Lecture  of  the  Degree,  so  that  he  mav  have  a  reasonable 
Voucher  and  Sponsor  to  take  charge  of  him  in  his  darkness, 
and  to  aid  him  in  coming  forth  to  Light  and  Wisdom.  That 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Guardian,  to  inform  those 
intrusted  to  his  care  of  all  negligences  and  offences.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  or  the  Brother  presiding  to 
make  this  appointment  at  the  time  ;  but  he  shall  not  give  "any 
one  Brother  more  than  three  in  charge."
